as “ in tricate in stitutions sanctified by 
tradit io n and custom for th e purpose 
of c om m itting by violence and with

crim e s.” 
He ther efore thinks the ef­ 
fo rts of thos e who wish to improve 
social life should be directed to the 
liberation of them selve s from th e gov­ 
e r n m e n t s whose futility in those times 
is becom ing more a n d more obvious. 
T his object could only be a ttain ed by 
t h e uniq ue m e a n s of religiously and 
m orall y 
perf ecti ng se p a r a te 
individ­ 
uals.
